COP SURPRISES 
HOLDUP; KILLS 
_ HIM IN DUEL 


DeadShotPoliceman 
Off Duty a Hero.

Policeman Edward Garritg of the 
North Robey. street station, ex-service 
man and ex-pugilist, emptied his pistol 
in a duel with a stickup man on the 
near north side last night, reloaded 
under fire, advanced, and shot his op- 
ponent through the heart. 

The bandit, who died almost instant- 
ly, was partially identified at an under- 
taking establishment as Joseph Sheri- 
dan, 34 years old, 837 Cambridge ave- 
nue. He was struck three times in 
the body. 

Policeman Garrity was off duty and 
had been visiting friends in the vicin- 
ity of Chicago avenue and Sedgwick 
street. He was walking along the 
street behind two men when Sheridan 


suddenly stepped from the shadows of | . 


an alley and ordered them to throw 
up their hands. 
Pursues Fleeing Bandit. 

The men complied. Garrity, seeing 
the action, whipped out his pistol and 
ran toward them. Sheridan saw him 
and fired. Then he dashed into the 
alley. Garrity followed. . 

The holdup man. ran through the 


Sheridan. The latter, according to the 
police, was_ shot and wounded in a 
burglary several years ago. 

Give Up to Robber. 

The men who were halted: by the 
bandit were Samuel Pierana, 830 ‘Or- 
leans street, and Talavia Seconda, 312 
sInstitute place. They were taken to 
the Chicago avenue station to give 
their version of the holdup. They 
said they had raised their hands and 
were going to submit to robbery when 
the battle began. They remained in 
Sedgwick as the firing continued 
In the alley and in Orleans street. 

Policeman Garrity is noted as one of 
the best shots in the police department. 
Capt. Daniel Murphy of the Chicago 
avenue station complimented him on 
his bravery in the duel,

The regal collection’ represents the 
accumulated treasure of ten Russian 
royal families and imcludes crowns, 
scepters, coronets, emblems, tiaras, dia- 
dems, necklaces, bracelets, rings, and 
gems of many other kinds. Soldiers 
are stationed throughout the building 
as a precaution against theft. 

The object of greatest curiosity is 
the huge imperial crown of all the 
Russias, a magnificem domelike patri- 
archal miter con mg more than 
4,000 carats of diamonds of the first 
class and carrying on its summit a 
cross of diamonds and rubies of ex- 
quisite beauty, the whole valued at 
$52,000,000. 

The coronet worn by the slain Em- 
press Al is perhaps the most 
beautiful mass of diamonds ever 
brought together in a single ornament. 
The famous imperial scepter used by 
the last czar is surmounted by the 
world famed Orloff diamond, which is 
as large as a bisected egg and contains 
189 carats. It is valued at $30,000,000: 

The “emblem of the imperial 
realm,” a globular object of gold sur- 
mounted by a cross of diamonds, sap- 
phires, and rubies and valued at $24,- 
000,000, is another object of interest. 
Among the single unmounted gems the 
so-called ‘shah ” diamond of 89 ts 
and~appraised at $14,500,000 probably 
is the most striking. It was a gift to 
the emperor of Russia by the shah of

“PROCEED MOSCOW YOUR-

This was the cable instruction that 


| reached me in Paris at the end of Tuz 


TRIBUNE'S first unsuccessful week in 
its concentration of editorial forces on 


Red Russia during the days of the 


famine. 


At dawn the next morning I was a 
passenger on an airplane flying from 
the airdrome at Le Bourget, on the out- 
skirts of Paris. By using airplanes for 
the entire ritp, with the exception of 
a night journey by train from Warsaw 
to Dantzig, I arrived in Riga at noon 
on the following day. 

George Seldes and Ambrose Lambert 
met me at the airdrome where I was 
arrested for landing without a Latvian 
vise, an arrest which was easily wiped 
out with the payment of a police fine. 
Seldes and Lambert told me that Riga 
was full of newspaper correspondents 
and that the Russian ambassador had 
refused permission for any of them to 
enter. 

“Some of them have been here 
weeks waiting for a vise,” Seldes said. 
“But Litvinoff, the ambassador, won’t 
let them in. We have all filled out the 
application blanks and all we get are 
promises. We must try some other 
means to get in.” 


Keeps Airplane Ready. 

I thought of the airplane that had 
brought me from Dantzig. The blonde 
haired German pilot received his in- 
structions at once. Keep the tanks 
filled with gasoline, oi] and water, and 
his plane in readiness in the hangar 
for a departure at any minute. 

Riga was full of spies. Both Russian 
and allied secret agents knew of the 
airplane in the hangar. They kept 
track of the coming and going of all 
strangers. Seldes and Lambert with 
their superior knowledge of the situa- 
tion in Riga gave me the advice neces- 
sary to spring THs TRIBUNE scoop.

Again Seldes came to my rescue with 
the advice which I needed so badly in 
a duel of wits with the willest diplo- 
mat in Russia’s foreign service. 

“ Max Litvinoff is Russia's cleverest 
diplomat,” said Seldes. “When you 
across the table from him over 
there remember that he’s there for one 
purpose only, and that’s to keep you 
and the rest of us out of Russia.

MAKING UP FOR BLINDNESS. 

GROUP of a hundred profession- 
al friends had gathered to do 
y honor to a colleague—Dr. Robert 

H. Babcock. 

This Physician lost his sight when 4& 
boy of 12 years. In spite of this, he went 
on’ with his education, graduating with a 
degree of A. B, from a state university, 
then earning his medical degree, and 
| rounding out with a prolonged residence 
as a student in Europe. He has been a 
recognized expert in diseases of the chest 
for a generation; has served as a pro- 
fessor in medical célleges; and has 
| written several accepted text books for 
| physicians and medical students, as well 
| as a book on the neat for. lay readers. 


In respohding to thee adéresses of his 
associates, Dr. Babcock made two state- 
; ments which \should prove valuable to 
' handicapped people. One was that, for~ 
tunately, his) farseeing mother sent 
him away to a training school soon after 
his accident. She knew that he must 
be taught self reliance and self depend- 
ence. She kmew the danger that he would 
fall inte dependence if he stayed at home, 
He would be humored, petted, sympa- 
thized with and waited on and he would 
pull up helpless. 

Those years away from home were 
hard, but they were necessary for train- 
ing and discipline. It laid the corner 
stone for all that had been builded, 

His néxt statement was that he had 
been fortynate in losing his sight early 
in life. Thanks to that, he had easily 
acquired new habits. The man who loses 
his sight late im life rarely succeeds in 
readjusting himself. But even they can 
accomplish things. He told of Sir Ar- 
thur Pearson, who, becoming blind in 
his maturity, decided to make training 
of the blind his life work. He gave hap- 


piness to others, but he also made it 
possible for his own life to be a happy 
one. It was fortunate for the British 
soldiers blinded in the world war that 
‘ Sir Arthur Pearson had lost his sight 
a few years earlier. Sir Arthur told 
Dr. Babcock of a barber who was broken 
hearted because he could never follow 
his trade again. After six months of 
training he went back into his shop and 
thereafter did a heavier day’s work 
shaving men than he had ever done when 
he had his sight. 
oe 
Other speakers told of the almost un- 
canny powers of observation, keenness 
of hearing, sharpness of other senses, of 
the mental alertness and exceptional 
memory which Dr. Babcock’s lack of 
sight had caused him to develop, The 
training which he had forced his mind 
to undergo had given that mind excep- 
tional qualities along certain lines. 
There is almost no handicap’which can- 
not be overcome or compensated for, 
given the will to do. 
>

~Tuberculin Tests for 
All Herds. 
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BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 
PPONENTS who have constant- 
ly tried to blocr the sincere ef- 
forts of the dairymen who are 
owners of healthy cattle in their 
attempt to codperate with Chicago con- 
sumers, health officials, and distribu- 
tors in supplying pure milk to the city 
are apparently making a political foot- 
ball out of the situation. It is time 
for farmers with both tested and un- 
tested herds to realize what they will 
be facing on April 1 when the city 
council's ordinance requiring in sub- 
stance the tuberculin testing of cattle 
that produce milk for Chicago is put 
into effect. 

There are today ‘enough cattle tested 
and under state and federal super- 
vision located in Illinois, Indiana, Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin, and Iowa to produce 


milk for 16 cities the size of Chicago 
with its 3,000,000 people, according to 


figures taken from the official records | maximum the consumption of dairy 


of federal veterinarians in charge of ' 
the testing work these states. The 
figures, showing tfe cattle tested un- 
der the state-federal plan in these 
states, are: Illinois, 817,568; Indiana, 
489,983; Michigan, 573,134; Wisconsin, 
1,150,498, and Iowa, 1,839,180. Of 
course; milk does not normally come 
to Chicago from the far corners of 
these states, but if necessary it would 
be a simple trick for distributors to 
send their modern glass lined tanks 
into these sections for the milk needed 
to supply the city with its normal! daily 
demand of 1,250,000 quarts. 

It will not be necessary to go far 
beyond the 26 counties stretching 
from the southern counties of Michi- 
gan to the southern counties of Wis- 
consin. Many months ago <n official 
survey showed that In these counties 
there were moré than 365,000 cattle 
tested and under state and federal su- 
pervision—a requirement of the city 
of Chicago in its pure milk campaign. 
Thousands have been tested since then 
in these counties. 

Dairy farmers who have been led to 
believe that the pure milk plan can- 
not be put into effect this summer be- 
cause of a shortage of tested cattle 
should realize that politicians and in- 


junctions granted to dairymen who re- 
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ing cattle for tuberculosis is essential in 


| outstanding health authorities. 


fuse to test cannot force consumers 
to drink impure milk when there is 
an abundance of milk now available 
from tested, healthy cattle. Dealers 
cannot be forced to buy impure milk, 
either. it is the opinion of many that 
the injunction granted by Judge Wil- 
ijiam J. Fulon at Geneva, Ill, a few 
weeks ago has encouraged consumers 
In cities throughout the middle west, 
including Chicago, to insist that milk 
come from tested herds. 


Outgrowth of the Situation. 


The outgrowth of the situation sur- 
rounding the injunction has also had 
the indirect effect of encouraging the 
withholding of state indemnity funds, 
which has. prevented hundreds of 
farmers. from testing their herds in 
Tilinois and thus in qualifying to pro- 
duce milk for Chicago and the other 
39 cities and towns in Illinois which 
require the test. 

No matter what the outcome of the 
controversy may be, Chicago and other 
city consumers are going to have milk 
from tested cattle, and the dairyman 
who does not have his herd clean will 
be the loser. Men with tested herds 
are ready to meet the new demand any 
day. Illinois alone has more than 100,- 
000 tested cattle in the northern coun- 
ties which normally supply milk to | 
Chicago. It only takes 300,000 cows 
to produce enough milk for our ety.

If farmers expect to increase to the 


products, including butter, condensed 
milk, cheese, and ice cream, as well as , 
fluid milk, they should work to ap | 
proach as near as posible the sanita- 
tion requirements demanded of the 
man who produces certified milk. Then 
pasteurize the ‘milk for additional 
safety. 

After all, milk coming from tested 
cows does not necessarily mean it is 
clean and pure. The test and pasteuri- 
gation do not relieve the dairymar 
from his obligation to be clean in the 
handling of milk from the time it is 
drawn until it is delivered to the con- 


sumer,

With this vast army of people both 


inside and outside the city favoring the 
pure milk campaign, the small group | 
of farmers who have been lead to be- 
eve they had some chance of prevent- | 
ing the eradication program from 
going forwara should have realized 
they would be losers in the final out- 
come unless they tested their herds. 
The men opposed to the test have paid 
out money to legal and publicity ex- 
perts to fight their own interests. 
After the last of March men who have 
fought the test will be without a mar- 
ket for their milk. Dairy cattle are 
kept primarily to produce milk. They 
are worthléss to the farmer who is not 
able to sel] the milk and its products. 
Only One Solution. 

There is only one solution, from the 
dairy farmer's point of view, and that 
is to test his herd. Unfortunately the 
testing work has been given a serious 
setback, and it may be several months 
before untested herds can be tested 
and put back in the great herd that is 
now producing milk for Chicago and 
other towns and cities a tir 
test. This‘ situation has been partly 
trought about becauBe of Gov. Len 
Small’s decision to put HUlinois back 
on a dollar for dollar basis with the 
federal government in payment of in- 
|demnities to farmers on cattle tested 
and condemned. 

The governor's sudden decision came 


' July 1, 1926. 


after the state had been working for 
about two years on the plan of paying 
all of the indemnity when the federal 
government’s.aNotment to Illinois had 
become exhausted. The plan was liked 
so Well that it was made into a law 
when the Tice bill was passed at the 
last session of the legislature, and, ac- 
cording to this act, the state is author- 
ized to pay the federal government’s 
share of the indemnity when the Unit- 
ed States government’s appropriation 
becomes exhausted. Despite the law, 


Gov. Small has decided that this a ap 
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it was stopped a few weeks ago when 
the $270,000 sent to this state had been 

spent along with a similar amount 
coming from the Illinois state treas- 
ury. 

Although $2,000,000 was appropriated 
at the last session of the Illinois legis 
lature no more of it can be spent until 
the federal government sees nt to send 
more money to this state or Gov. Srrall 
changes his decision and allows the 
cleanup campaign to be resumed. The 
federal government apparently will 
have no more money for Illinois unt 
at the beginning of the next fiscal yeer, 
If Gov. Small sticks to 

his decision there will be no more cat- 
tle tested during the next six months, 
Even if the work could be resumed 
tomorrow the campaign has been given 
a blow from which it is not likely to 
recover in many months. All but ore 
federal veterinarian has been taken 
out of Illinois and transferred to other 
states where eradication work is in 
full swing. 

This situation would probably net 
have occurred, in the opinion of many 
farmers, if all the dairymen in che 
state had supported the cleanup plan 
and demanded indemnity for con- 
demned cattle. 


Farmers on the Fence, 


A great deal of confusion has grown 
out of the situation which has made 
it difi@ult for the farmers to decide 
which faction to support. The era)'- 
cation campaign got tangled up in 
Chicago’s pure milk drive and p»il- 
ticlans who fought Dr. Bundesen toox 
advantage of the situation, leaving 
dairymen with losses In their wake. 

The farmers who originally startei 
out to support the city of Chicago in

U.S. MAIL PLANES 
AT MAYWOOD ARE 
GUIDED BY RADIO 


Dots and Dashes Stee: 
Pilots in Fog. 


{By Associated Press.) 
A bea¢on radio transmitter to guide 
airplane pilots has been devised by en- 
gineers of the bureau of standards, the 
army signal corps, end the radio sec- 
tion of the United States air mail serv- 
ice 


Tests have been made at Monmouth, 
Ill., and are being continued at the 
government air mail field at Maywood. 
The device consists of apparatus to 
send out automatic telegraph signals. 
When 4 pflot is on the correct course 
he hears a succegsion of dashes, but 
when he swerves out of the dash zone 
the signals are broken up in such a 
way that he may determine whether he 
is too far to the right or too far to the 
left. His job then is to steer for the 
dash zone, the direction of which is 
indicated by the character of the 
broken signals. 

Tests at Monmouth. 


Monmouth, IL, Jan, 16.—(4)—Devel- 
opment of the radio beacon has been 
the chief accomplishment of the air 
mail development station which has 
been operating in this city for the 
last year, and tests have been remark- 
is have flown 
through fog and darkness between this 
field and Maywood, guided only by the 
beacon signals, which have been 
picked up by army planes as far east 
as Indianapolis. In the first experi- 
ments the pilot had to wear a tele- 
phone head set, but a new device 
being perfected points out the course 
by means of lights on the instrument 
board of the plane. An altimeter is 
also being perfected which will show 
the pilot how far he is above ground 
or from any intervening obstruction. 
Recently the development work was 
transferred from this city to Maywood, 
with the same éxperts in charge who 
did the. work here.

As to the cooking of pork, one may 
extend her collection of pork recipes 
no end, or multiply the dishes she 
tan serve with pork until she will be 
astonished and delighted at her own 
versatility. If she tries preparing bits 
of pork chop suey fashion, and then 
does not add the other chop suey in- 
gredients, but simply sdutés the pork 
—either rolling it in flour first or just 
sauteing the meat—adds water, and 
gently cooks it, and then thickens the 
liquid—best with some potato starch 
home made—and then serves her prep- 
aration over rice, she may wonder 
why she goes to the trouble and ax- 
pemse of chop suey when this is so 
goo. 

Fresh Pork in Cream Gravy. 


In. exploiting this way of cooking 
pork I have called it ‘“‘One Pork Chop 
for 'Two,” “ Minute Pork,” and by a 
number of other names with the aim 
of suggesting how economical, quick- 
ly cooked, palatable, and dainty it is. 
One of the directions printed has been 
Cut fa good sized pork chop into as 
thin slices as possible, roll them in

one chop weighing one-fourth pound. 
Cook the pork one minute to a side, 
then take it up and add milk or cream 
to the pan, and stir until it thickens. 
Put in the pieces of pork, and let them 
gently stew for twenty minutes, Serve 
with triangles of toast. 

Three or four mushrooms or no more 
five minutes before it is served, to 
make it more elegant of type. Peel 
and slice the mushrooms thin, sauté 
them in a small saucepan or in a smali 
frying pan until the liquid segins to 
cook out, then add them to the creamed 
pork. Taste of this pork after it has 
been browned lightly by being cooked 
one minute to a side, and perhaps you 
will decide to use these bits for some 
services without preparing a gravy 
for them. They may give you as much 
satisfaction as fried chicken. 


On Roasting Pork. 

Cooks like to evade giving a definite 
description of roast pork perhaps be- 
cause oven .oasting of meats is really 
much more difficult than the old fash- 
loned spit roasting. When pork is 
roasted, if the oven is too hot too much 
of the fat cooks out.

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FINE sheet of corn bread with 

@ crisp crust and made of yel- 

low cornmeal is perhaps the 

most popular, or at any rate the 
most used, of the breads of this type 
served north of the Mason and Dixon 
line. 

“The most popular of the southern 
Grn breads is perhaps that called - 
“gpoon bres.i.* -<t<ue¢h it has various 
other names. It can be .xs6% either 
white or yellow meal, but sorlie of us 
think it superior when made with the 
yellow meal. 

‘Ot the north again is Boston brown 
bread, enormously and worthily popu- 
lar bread which ranks among the fa- 
mbus “ black breads” of the world. It 
is.not, however, as dark when made 
of- all cornmeal, as it can be, as when 
made with one-third cornmeal, one- 
third graham, and one-third rye flour 
or meal, whence the name “third 
bread” sometimes applied to one 
much like it, although where patriotic 
feeling runs high this would not be 

itted. L. K. calls this feeling “ sta- 
triotic,” so coining a word that ought 
to be in highly reputable usage in 
stich states as Illinois and Iowa, and 
Kansas, too, when the subject of corn 
is*under discussion. 

By the way, the prairie corn bread, 
which was popular in war time, at 
which time the recipe may have orig- 
igated, is in a sense “ statriotic.” But 

it is new, the “spider corn bread” 
is* old, and this column has recom- 
ménded it as an appropriate American 
bread to serve on Lincoln's birthday. 
Itt is an all corn meal bread. It can 

’ baked in a round sheet, split and 

and covered with creamed vege- 
tables to make a delicious shortcake 
sort of one meal dish. 


|. An Acceptable Quick Bread.

O, yes, there are cornmea)* wafers, 
cornmeal “ splits,”’ and other cornmeal 
‘breads, but, no matter what the name 
given, they are perhaps all related 
more or less closely to one or the other 
of the above and we can. have, as Jo- 
seph Hergesheiiner says, “a crisply 
tendeg succession " ‘of corn breads. * 


One Egg Oorn Bread. 


One cup cornmeal, one-half cup 
flour, two teaspoons baking powder, 
one tablespoon sugar, or more if to 
taste, or none, one \teaspoon salt, all 
sifted together. Beat one egg, beat a 
cup of cold sweet milk with this, com- 
bine them with the dry ingredients, 
beat from three to five minutes, and 
bake in a small sheet: for 40 minutes 
in a 400 degree oven if: you want a fine 
brown crust, top and bottom, or in a 
350 degree oven for 50 minutes to get 
a fine brown bottom crust andia rather 
light top crust. 


Sour Milk Corn Cake. 


Make just like the one egg: cake, but 
use one cup of clabbered sour milk 
beaten well with the egg beater before 
it is combined with egg and then dry 
ingredients; also use instead of one 
of the teaspoons of baking powder one- 
half teaspoon baking soda. Not a few 
people like the flavor of a sour milk 
cornmeal bread better than the bread 
made'rwith sweet milk. 


Cornmeal ' Muffins. 
The same recipe as for one egg corn 
bread can be used for muffins by 
adding one egg and‘some shortening, 
but more: milk can be added, and must 
be added if we want to bake ring muf- 
fins on the griddle, while that extra 
wetness is also worth while when we 
bake the smaller sized muffins. With 
these alterations the recipe will then 
read: 
Dry part—One cup cornmeal, one- 
half cup flour, one or two teaspoons 
of baking powder [with two eggs one

teaspoon is sufficient and the mixture is 
not so dry as with two], one teaspoon 
salt, a tablespoon of sugar, or more, 
or none. Wet part—Two eggs, one 
and one-half cups of sweét milk, two 
tablespoons of melted butter. Sift the 
dry ingredients together. Beat the 


yolks of the eggs, beat the milk with. 


them, and then beat the wet into the 
dry part. Fold in the stiffiy beaten 
whites. The butter can be omitted, 
but the muffins are more likely to 
have a custard-like top with it. Pour 
into buttered hot gem pans and bake 
in a hot oven 20 minutes—have the 
oven as hot as 400 degrees, at least. 
Large muffins made of this batter 
should be rather creamy; small ones 
should be more than half delicious 
crust. Or bake this in muffin rings on 
a griddle, filling them half full and 
baking them 10 minutes to a side, or 
until they have nice seal brown crusts. 
Spider Corn Bread. 

One and a half cups of yellow corn 
meal, one level teaspoon of soda, one 
teaspoon of salt—mix and sift. Two 
eggs, two cups of sour milk, two table- 
spoons of shortening. Beat the eggs 
well. Beat the sour milk till it is as 
smooth as sweet milk. Beat the egg 
and milk together. Combine the two 
parts and beat well. Melt the two 
tablespoons of shortening in a short 
handled frying pan and turn it about 
60 as to oil the bottom, then turn the 
rest of the butter into the batter and 
beat it in. (Bacon fat maybe used in- 
stead of butter.) Turn the batter into 
the frying pan, which should be hot, 
and bake it in a hot oven for 20 or 30 
minutes, according to thickness. Have 
the oven at least 400 degrees hot, or 
a little hotter. Split the bread open 
when done and butter, or use for a 


shortcake, adding a filling of creamed 


vegetables. This recipe, but without 
the shortcake recommendation, is to 
be found in Farmers’ Bulletin 565 with 
the title, “‘Corn Meal as a Food, and 
Ways of Using It.’’ The recipe is also 
to be found in many of the old time 
cook books. 
Vegetable Shortcake. 

Use the hot split buttered spider 
cake with creamed celery or with the 
following vegetables cooked and put 
into a.cream sauce: .-One cup of ground 
carrot, one cup of peas, one cup of 
diced potato, a little onion, and a little 
parsley. 
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Prairie Corn Bread. 

One-half cup of cornmeal, one and 
one-half cups of rye flour,. one tea- 
spoon of salt, four teaspoons of baking 
powder, one-third cup of boiling wa- 
ter, three-fourths cup of milk, one ta- 
blespoon of shortening, one-half cup 
of chopped nutmeats. Put the corn- 
meal into a bowl, add salt, shortening, 
and boiling water, mix and let stand 
20 minutes. Then add the rye flour 
mixed with the baking powder and 
milk and nuts. Mix lightly and. pour 
into a well buttered pan so it will 
make a sort of sheet loaf. Let it stand 
in a warm place 20 minutes, and bake 
in a moderately hot oven. Do not cut 
until cold. 

Owendaw Bread. 


One cup of small hominy, 
spoon of butter, two eggs, two table- 
spoons of white corn meal, one and a 
half cups of boiling water, one ,cup 
of milk, one-half teaspoon of salt. Put 
the cup of hominy into the double 
boiler with the cup and a half of 
boiling water and cook for 30 minutes. 
While hot add the tablespoon of but 
ter, the two eggs beaten, the cup of 
milk, and lastly, the two tablespoons 
of white corn meal. Mix well together, 
then turn into a hot buttered dish— 
a glass dish for baking a large lwf of 
bread is fine—and bake in a hot oven 
for one-half hour. ‘This is fine to 
serve with roast meat, with plenty of 
gravy, and can be sliced or served like 
any spoon bread, from the dish in 
which it is baked. 


Sour Milk Spoon Bread. 


Spoon bread is simply a sort of corn 
meal souffié baked in a baking dish, 
in a bowl, or a deep earthenware plate. 
It differs from the regular corn breads 
by being made with so thin a batter 
that the corn, having an opportunity 
to swell, does so until it almost loses 
its characteristic flavor, just as corn 
starch loses the corn flavor, or does 
not taste at all like corn meal. The 
vitally essential thing is to pour 
the spoon bread batter made into a 
sizzling hot utensil to bake and then 
in not overbaking it, especially if it 
is in a sheet. 

That same sheet when cold is ex- 
cellent if served for a pudding, with 
cream and sugar. For a small amount 
use: One egg, one cup of sour milk, 
one-half teaspoon of salt, one-third cup
